7:07pm - Open Session 

Chairman Tavares said they were returning from Executive Session and called the meeting 
back into Open Session. He then asked everyone to join him in the Pledge of Allegiance 
before continuing with the meeting. 


7:09pm - Public Comment 

Robert Spencer came up first and expressed concern about the parking on both sides of 
Cordage Terrace and thought something should be done. He went on to say he felt it was 
dangerous allowing people to park on both sides of the street. 

Bruce Oliver came to the podium next and expressed his concerns about allowing 
recreational marijuana sales in Plymouth. He said it would jeopardize the integrity of our 
community and residents. He talked about issues that other states have had since the 
legalization of recreational marijuana. 
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7:15pm - Medical Marijuana of Massachusetts 

Kevin O’Reilly spoke on behalf of Medical Marijuana of Massachusetts and talked about the 
company’s accomplishments. He said they have been responsible with security, payments to 
the Town as well as their dedication to safety and the responsible distribution of recreational 
marijuana. Mr. O’Reilly then asked the Board to vote to provide them with a recreational 
marijuana license. 

The Board of Selectmen then asked various questions about the recreational marijuana 
process as well as security issues. They then discussed the State regulations that are yet to be 
detennined. 

Chairman Tavares then opened the discussion up and asked if there was any public comment. 

Peter Neville, Town Meeting Member, came up and said that there is a lack of clinical trials 
regarding recreational marijuana use. He then asked what the overall financial structure is for 
the marijuana industry. 

Chris Fava came up next and spoke strongly against the approval of any recreational 
marijuana licenses and cautioned the Selectmen about Plymouth becoming the “Amsterdam 
of the South Shore”. 

Robert Spencer came up next saying that he supported the use of marijuana now and said that 
people need to trust that doctors will prescribe what is necessary for their patients. 

Bruce Oliver came up again and spoke against recreational marijuana sales and also 
questioned why Medical Marijuana of Massachusetts was moving forward more quickly than 
they anticipated on seeking another license. 

Chairman Tavares said that this matter would be taken under advisement of the Board of 
Selectmen and there was no motion forthcoming to approve this license.
